Fur less ol the 
drink would he needed and it 
would re hydra le fosier and more 
effectively than water, replacing 
lost energy as well as fluid.

“Before wc issue a beverage for 
operational use wc must lx sure 
that il docs the job and that Ihe re 
will be no adverse effects."

THE MINISTRY of Defence Has awarded an 
Innovative facilities management contract to a 
commercial partner in HMS Nelson, 
Portsmouth. 

Amey Facilities Management Ltd was chosen after 
an exhaustive tendering programme which began 
early last year when 26 companies expressed an 
interest in running elements of one ol the Navy’s 
main personnel support centres. 

The basic E21 m live-year contract will first cower 
basic services such as cleaning, calering support, 
accommodation and properly management, motor 
transport, driver training and other general adminis¬ 
trative support activities. 


Part of the Second Sea lord's programme of 
implementing the Government's Competing for 
Quality initiative, the contract is a partnering 
arrangement which wilt allow the Navy and AFM to 
work together to develop the business, produce the 
besi value for money and share the benefits. 

The flexible contract will allow HMS Nelson s 
Captain to extend Ihe range ol services provided by 
AFM in response to changing circumstances. 

An MOD spokesman said RN and Civil Service 
staff would be affected by Ihe change, though it was 
envisaged that all civilian staff would be offered the 
chance to transfer to AFM with full transfer rights 
under the European Acquired Rights Directives and 


TUPE. Trade Unions would be fully consulted. 

Capt Andrew Slater - who hands over to Capl 
John Hart as Captain HMS Nelson this month - said 
he believed Ihe contract represented a major step 
forward in Ihe way the Royal Navy and industry 
could "work together in a spirit of openness and co¬ 
operation to their mutual benefit and at the same 
time ensure Ihe highest level of service to the Fleet.'

anil-aircraft and anti¬ 
missile system* the 
Harpoon anti-surface missile, 
the 4.5in gun and the 30mm dose- 
range gun system. 

As with all the Type 23 frigates. 
Northumberland was designed 
using stealth technology * there is a 
seven degree slope to all vertical 
surfaces and rounded edges to 
minimise her signature on enemy 
surveillance systems, and her 
COD LAG propulsion system - 
Combined Diesel-Electric and Gas 
Turbine - allows quid low-speed 
running on the GEC propulsion 
motors atone while lowing sonar 
arrays, and sprints of over 28 knots 
when the Rolls Rowe Spey gas tur¬ 
bines arc brought on Imc. 

The ships a mi party enjoys a 
gotnl lifestyle on hoard. The chefs, 
aided by computer, provide a bal¬ 
anced diet, and a single galley 
serves two dining halls and ihe 
Wardroom. All fresh water, for 
drinking, cleaning and cooking, is 
derived from seawater,. 

Senior ratings live in four or six- 
berth cabins, with junior ratings in 
comparatively spacious mevsdei ks.

FROM honour to surrender, 
the five North umberlands have 
covered the entire spectrum - 
and there are some extra 
Northumberland*- to take into 
account as well. 

The first wa\ a 7lfgun Third- 
Rale ship of the line, built in 167*1 
at Bristol, which helped defeat the 
French at Barflcur and a combined 
French/Spanish fleet ut Vigo 
before she sank in the Great Storm 
Of 1703. 

The second Northumberland, 
almost identical to the first, was 
completed at ix-ptford in 1705, 
rebuilt twice, and in 1744 engaged 
a strong enemy force in dubious 
circumstances, with the result that 
the new third Northumberland, 
also 70 guns and built at Plymouth 
in 1750, was around at the same 
lime as the second, now French 
ship of the same name.

YOUR PICTURE of ;i Royal Marine and Miss Globe and Laurel in Diego Garcia 
brought back happy memories of an idyllic three weeks 1 spent there in May 1939 when I 
was a Royal Marine serving in I IMS Liverpool on a three year commission in the Far 
Easl. 



At that time I had two years* 
service behind me. My oppo 
was Marine Dents Turnbull 
and wc were hoi It a pair of 
stroppy and extremely recalci¬ 
trant Marines. 

fry the time we dropped anchor 
in the shimmering lagoon of l>iego 
Garcia wc had had enough - and 
we decided to jump ship, steal a 
native catamaran and sail to 
Borneo. 

Searchlights 

And so, after landing on ihe 
jc 11 s with the rest ol the liberty men 
we scuttled into Ihe darkness of the 
coconut palms. 

I he only provisions wc had 
were chiicolale and cigarettes, plus 
and mouth organ. We 


my guitar 
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chuckled as wc watched (he ship's 
search lights sweep the whole of the 
foreshore on tire seaward side i>f 
the id and and wc tried to sleep, 
disturbed 1*v large land crabs, n 
wiki pig anJ a couple of wild don¬ 
keys. 

ftariy next morning wc were 
awakened liy the noise made by the 
search party seni to find out what 
had happened to us. Shinning up a 
palm tree solved Ihe problem and 
walking out uf the sea backwards 
using the same footprints also 
helped. 

The foul language and oaths 
used by Ihe Marine search patty 
remain with me to this day. 

Gleelully we watched the ship 
sail awav tow ards Mauri tins and 
after killing and roasting a wild pig 
we fell asleep. 

We were aroused by half a 
dozen natives who had been 
despatched to look for us by the 
supremo of Ihe island. Monsieur 
Charlemagne, who reigned over 
the natives and the copra planta¬ 
tion. 

We were taken to his opulent 
white painted house, fed and 
watered w ith unlimited supplies of 
port mid sherry and given a I in 
roofed bungalow to sleep in. 

Native girl 

A native girt we christened 
I Jaisy d ill our dhohcyiug and fed us 
on turtle eggs and turtle steaks We 
swam in the lagoon most of (he day 
and dined with C harlemagne in the 
evening. We smoked most of his 
Pall Mall cigarettes while Charley 
his valet hovered over us, refilling 
our port glasses, 

This halcyon existence lasted for 
three weeks until I IMS 

Manchester arrived. By that ttnte 
we had realised Ihe error of our 
ways and we were rowed out to the 
ship in Ihe native's ceremonial 
canoe. 

Next day we were charged with 
being absent without leave - but 
Charlemagne supported our pack 
of lies thal we were kist in the jun¬ 
gle when his men found us.

IN THE article on the history of Naval uniform in the June 
edition Cdr Hobbs stated that Reservists had RNR or 
RNAV embroidered beneath the crown. 


This! bcheve to be incorrect 
and should have read RNVR 
fur Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve, not RNAV, as the 
RNAV officers cap badges 
were not at alt similar to the 
design we know today. 

The RNAV was of course in 
existence during the latter part of 
the last century and prior to the 
formal ion of ihe RNVR, 
-8. Mitchell, ( raw Icy. 

Cdr Hobbs replies: The state¬ 
ment about reserve naval officers ' 
can &ad#es was a general one 
ana was taken from the 1090 
Review of Officers' Uniform. 
Coloured iilustmtions showed 
badges simitar to those worn 
today but with RNR and RNAV 
embroidered beneath the crown. 

t can quite understand (hat 
there were a number of uniform 
changes m the /after part of the 
t$th century and that the cap 
badges of reserve forces may 
wed have changed significantly in 
that period

Historic axe gives 
an edge to sub

THE AXE used to launch the historic submarine O years ago has been presented for display to 
the Royal Naval Submarine Museum. By the time World War I broke out. Hie small C3 was already 
an ageing design, but what makes her famous is that I t Richard Sandfurd, her commanding officer 
in pi IK. won the VC for his part in the Royal Navy's daring raid on Zcebrugge. 


The axe was wielded at Barrow* 
in-Furness on October 3, 19(16. by 
Mr A. I Campbell, and had been 
in [he care or the Scottish Maritime 
Museum. 

However, ihc wish of Bit 
Campbell family was that it should 
go to the Submarine Museum at 
Gosport. So, in a ceremony (here, 
the axe was presented bv !*ir Ross 
Belch. Chair man of I he trustees of 
the Scottish museum, to Rear 
Ad nural To n v Whc t sto ne.

Self-destruction 

On her Iasi voyage on April 24. 
I vis, CM s crew was reduced to just 
six and her fore-ends packed with 
five ions of TNI' While blocks hips 
were sunk at the canal mouth at 
Zcebrugge to bottle up enemy sub¬ 
marines, O would position herself 
under the viaduct and self-destruct, 
preventing reinforcement by 
enemy troops from the mainland.

Cook’s high 
endeavours 

THE VOYAGE from Australia 10 Bniam by the replica HM Bark 
Endeavour that begins this month is a Irtting memorial to a 
Royal Navy rnan who left a legacy even more lasting, maybe, 
than Nelson s 

Capt James Cook became in his own lifetime the most 
famous navigator in the world - a status he enjoys to this day 
He discovered and charted coastlines in both the polar regions 
and from the east coast cl Australia to the west coast of North 
America - and hundreds of islands m between 

His chart of New Zealand, made in a single 2,400 mile cir 
cumnavigatkon, is astonishingly accurate, its reliability attested 
by generations ol manners who later followed it. 

From what has been described as "the tirst organised and 
thoroughly equipped voyage of biological exploration’, he 
returned with documentation of thousands of new species of 
plants and animals compiled by Ihe scientists, officers and 
artists who travelled under Ns protection, along with much valu¬ 
able astronomical and horologies I work 

And he returned with nol a single man lost from scurvy thanks 
to Ihe rigid dietary regime he imposed - this at a time when 
ships on long voyages often lost half their crews to a disease 
whose cause would nol be properly understood for another 150 
years (although oranges and lemons had been shown to pro- 
vide an effective cure) 

Hts was a clean ship, too she embarked 2.273 litres of vine 
gar wilh which to scrub her decks and Cook's passion for 
hygiene kept his men busy and less prone lo argument on ihe 
long days and weeks oul of sight of land. 

Civilised attitude 

But. as hts biographer Richard Hough has also noted, 'Cook 
exhibited an entirely new and refreshingly civilised attitude 
towards the natives of Ihe lands he exposed to public view lor 
Ihe first lime 

To the Polynesians and Melanesians the Abongmes of New 
Holland and Van Diemen s Land, the Indians of Vancouver and 
the Eskimos of Alaska, he presented the most tolerant aspect ol 
Western man 

He mighl and did. claim their land for King George 111, bul 
I hose were Ns instructions, and in the context ol his time his 
behaviour and altitudes were remarkable lor their gentleness 
and undersi a ndi ng “ 

That he was to meet a violent death at Ihe hands ol a party ol 
previously friendly natives in Hawaii was a supreme irony. 

Such was the international reputation of Ns work for the com 
mon good of humanity that when America and France were at 
war with Britain ihey granted his ships immunity from interfer¬ 
ence 

On 17 January 1773 he crossed the Antarctic Circle for the 
first lime - and in Antarctica today the international spirit of co 
operation he did much to foster lives on in the last lands of the 
world that know no frontiers 

One of the Royal Navy s most engaging heroes never fought 
a single major engagement - and unlike Nelson left hardly a 
word about himself in all his copious writings lo suggest the 
character that lay behind the legend 

In this, perhaps he is typical of his particular calling - for his 
successors today, a name on a chart is reward enough for a ser¬ 
vice upon which seafarers the world over rely

"The majority base families and 
live in the community." says the 
society 's spokesman tlivc Booth. 

“Few have peace of mind, Three 
or four weeks of treatment and 
respite with us. once or twice a 
year, are of untold medical and 
social benefit," 

The society's two existing shurt 
stay residential treatment centres 
in Surrey and Ayrshire have been 
found to he inadequate to meet “a

Mr Major, accompanied by Defence 
Secretary Michael Portillo* attended 
the decommissioning of HMS 
Repulse, fast of the four Polaris boats, 
at the Faslane base on August 28* 

Also present was Admiral Slater who* in 


his signal described it as an historic day. "I 
send my heartfelt thanks to every one of 
you who has served at sea in these sub¬ 
marines or worked ashore in support," he 
said. 

"I also pay tribute to Ihe part played by 
your families and the unsung sacrifices 
they have made over Ihe years;* 

He said the baton had now been passed 
to Trident. HM submarines Vanguard and 
Victorious were operational* with Vigilant 
Id follow and Vengeance being completed. 

The ceremony centred on Ihe unveiling 
of a monument to those who had been 
Involved in Polaris operations. The stone 
lablet* donated by ex-submariner Tommy 
Topham, was unveiled by a combined RN 
and US Navy ceremonial parly. A similar 
stainless steel plaque was unveiled simul¬ 
taneously by Mr Major. Eventually that will 


be displayed at the RN Submarine Museum 
at Gosport. 

The Prime Minister also paid tribute lo 
the men who had maintained the constant, 
deterrent patrols - 229 of them since 
Resolution led on the first deployment In 
1963. 

He said that a credible deterrent would 
be continued as long as Britain's security 
depended on it, and it would be "folly“ lo 
do otherwise. "Even though circum¬ 
stances have changed, the world remains 
an uncertain and dangerous place," he 
said. 

Among the other guests al the ceremony 
were Lady Zuckerman, who in 1967 
launched Repulse with a bottle of her 
home-made eldeberry wine; and Lady 
Field ho use, widow of Admiral of the Fleet 
Lord Fieldhouse* a former Flag Officer 
Submarines. 

First CO 

There, loo, were other former FOSMs, 
former Captains of the Tenth Submarine 
Squadron, and former Polaris boat 
Commanding Officers, including ihe first - 
Rear Admiral Tony Whetstone. 

Many former crew members were there, 
including the first LRO(W) of HMS 
Resolution* F. Foulger, who retired from 
the Service as a Chief. He celebrated his 
21st birthday when the first Polaris missile 
was fired from a Royal Navy submarine on 
February 15* 1968. 

Mr Major and Mr Portillo met many of the 
serving and ex-serving guests, among 
them a contingent of old comrades from 
the World War II battlecruiser Repulse* 
sunk by the Japanese, 

HM submarine Repulse, under her last 
CO* Cdr David Phillips, returned from the 
final Polaris patrol in May. Her nuclear fuel 
will be removed and she will be stored at 
Rosylh with her sister-ships.

Endeavour replica sails 


A FULL-SIZE working replica oi Captain Cook's 
most famous ship of discovery, the bark 
Endeavour, sails from Australia this month - 
bound for Britain. 

She is due to arrive In the UK in March next year, when 
she will spend ten days at Greenwich before starting a 
seven month, 15 port tour of the country taking tn the 
home of the original Endeavour, Whitby. Yorkshire, 

Built in Australia in 1993 to the original plans held by the National 
Maritime Museum, Endeavour is said to be the worlds most authen¬ 
tic replica ship. When she toured Australia and New Zealand last 
year, whole communities turned out to welcome her 
Cooks first great voyage to the Pacific - he sailed from Ply mouth 
on 26 August 1766 and returned three years later without having lost 
a single man lo scurvy, in itself probably a unique accomplishment 
- was a major step for Britain and the world in advancing knowledge 
of geography, navigation, natural science and astronomy. 

1! saw the first accurate determination of longitude at sea and 
produced charts that can still be used today One from his second 
voyage In HMS Resolution, of Picker sgiii Harbour, a comer of 
Dusky Bay in South Island, NZ, named for Cook's friend Lt Richard 
Pickersgril, was not revised until 198S! in all. Cook spent over eight 
and a hail years charting and naming previously unknown islands 
and harbours, many of which still retain the names he gave them. 

Had he survived to three score and ten - he was 50 when he was 
bludgeoned to death on the shores of Hawaii - he would almost cer¬ 
tainly have been the Royal Navy's first Hydrogrepher, 

A century taler one of the most eminent of them, Rear Admiral Sir 
William Wharton, noted of the charts he made of the coasts of 
Newfoundland in 176?: “Their accuracy Is truly astonishing. # 


Spectacular arrival 


The Endeavour s arrival In London on 75 March 1997 promises lo 
be a spectacular event, - she will sail under Tower Bridge and down 
the Thames to Greenwich in lull salt and firing her cannon in salute. 

The National Maritime Museum holds the world s biggest collec¬ 
tion of Cook artefacts, Including his sextant and K1 , the first seago¬ 
ing chronometer fused on his second and third voyages). 

When open to the public the ship will be dressed with some of 
these as if Cook and his crew had fust gone ashore. Visitors will be 
able to contrast the cramped conditions which 90 men endured lor 
three years with the relative luxury enjoyed by the botanist Sir 
Joseph Banks - who took most of the credit lor Cook s discoveries 
Richard Ormond* the museums director, toW Navy Newsi 'We 
have already learnt a great deal about life at sea in the 18th century 
through Endeavour and will continue to do so. * 

The original Endeavour was a three masted collier bark or coal 
carrier built In 176S as the Earl of Pembroke by Messrs Fishburn at 
Whitby - a company Cook knew and admired. He had been a ship's 
boy in a collier, spending nine years In the merchant trade before 
joing the Royal Navy. 

Three years later she was bought by the Navy Board and 
renamed. The Admiralty had chosen well torthe task she was to 
pertorm - she was built foe endurance, as beUtleti her trade, m the 
stormy North Sea and so was well equipped to face up to the rigours 
ol Cape Horn, She was even to survive grounding on the Great 
Barrier Reef, 

Colliers were the 18th cenlury equivalent of modern bulk carriers* 
solidly built, flat bottomed with ample storeroom in the hull* slow 
but sturdy, sea-kindly and safe: "A belter ship for such a service I 
never would wish for," Cook wrote as he took command. 

After her return from his first great voyage. Endeavour made two 
more - both to the Falkland** on the second in 1774 bringing home 
the small garrison stationed there Her Naval service over, she was 
sold for E645 and reverted to her original role as a collier Her later 
history fs curious. She apparently made her last voyage under 
French colours, was pursued by an English warship but managed to 
deliver a cargo of oil to Newport, Rhode Island - where she later ran 
aground, ft was felt she was not worth repairing and she slowly fell 
to pieces In the harbour around the lum of the century. 

Main differences between the original vessel and Ihe replica are 
In the Umber and metal fittings used, and tn the use of man-made 
materials tor masts, running rigging and salts.

Iron fastenings are 
galvanised. The standard rigging is maniia and was made on a 140- 
year-old rope walk to the exact specifications of the standing rig¬ 
ging, Sails are made of Duration, a synthtlc canvas which looka and 
handles like Ihe original flax. 

Members of the crew steep In hammocks on the lower deck* 
sleeping flat, just as the iSth century crew did. However* they are 
less crowded than their predecessors - Cook sailed with over 90 
people on board; the replica has a working crew of 56. 

To coincide with her arrival at Greenwich, the musem is staging a 
Captain Cook exhibition in the Queen's House. A statue of Cook will 
be unveiled In the museum grounds by “# very special guest”*

Movie missions designed 
to strain credibility 


THE PROBLEM with terrific 
openings in movies is that the 
follow-up can sometimes fed 
like a let-down. Mission 
Impossible, the new Tom 
Cruise vehicle, is a good exam- 
pic.

Worthwhile 

Musketeer was worthwhile tl 
only because it helped to sort oul 
ihe' muddled military thinking 
that had charaderbed the post 
war years,*' the author argues. 

•“Even m the nuclear age. 
armed forces m u s i be geared 
towards fighting a conventional 
war. This was the lesson ham¬ 
mered home by Musketeer, even 
if ihe conflicts in Korea and Indiv 
China had not already done so. 

"Unfortunately, the Americans 
- with all iheir hardware were 
still learning it ten years later, in 


Vietnam. 

“Musketeer also pointed to the 
value of retaining an independent 
nuclear deterrent. At the climax 
of this operation, when the 
Russians were making thinly 
veiled threats ol atomic retalia¬ 
tion against London and F,irK 
Britain s nuclear weapons were 
still m the testing stage, apart 
from a muhII stockpile ol the first 
British atomic bomb (the 
Mt Ylkl Blue Danube), and 
France had yet to tesi her first 
nuclear device. 

“Even a nuclear force only frac¬ 
tionally as large as that of the 
Soviet Union still represented a 
powerful insurance against 
nuclear Hack mail." 

Above all. perhaps, while the 
French decided to go their own 
way in the aftermath of Suez, the 
US and the UK began to make 
concerted efforts lo improve all 
aspects ol their relationship 
three important meetings during 
1957 bid the groundwork for the 
lull resumpiion of co-open*I ion in 
the nuclear weapons field, 

Suez may have taken us to the 
brink of war in the long run it 
may have helped keep the peace 
for the past 40 years.

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FIFTY YEARS ago this month the Royal Navy suffered one of its worst post war 
tragedies when two destroyers were mined in the Corfu Channel. Walter 
Ireland, a member of the Corfu Channel Naval Association, remembers: 


I N December 1W German 
forces retreated up the 
Balkan peninsula from 
Greece aiui Yugoslavia, From 
several of its Adriatic bases, 
the Kricgsmarinc transported 
mirth to Trieste and l : iu me 
quantities of GY type sea 
mines. These were stockpiled 
at the two ports. 

lWi> of them would result in the 
death and injury - of KHJ British 
s.iilors In early (945 the 152nd and 
153rd Mine sweeping Flotillas 
swept a channel through the Italian 
ami German minefields in the 
C orfu Channel. The passage was 
know as the Mcdri route. About a 
mile wide, ii was mostly in Greek 
territorial waters, except off Port 
l.d da where it turned into 
Albanian waters. 

This length of the passage, 
because of its proximity to their 
shores, was viewed with suspicion 
by the Albanians. 

A year after the end of the war 
in Europe the British Government 
was studying the povsihililv of a 
renewal of diplomatic relations 
with Enver Hoxsi’s communist 
regime. In early May a note was 
drafted and despatched to Tirana. 
While the document was on its way 
an incident occurred in the Corfu 
Channel. 

Artillery 

Abo u 1t IH.lt ton We d nesdav, 15th 
May 194ft the cruisers HMS Orion 
and Superb under the command of 
Rear Admiral I i R ti.Km.ih.m 
were steaming southwards along 
the Mcdri route Off Sarands Bay 
Hashes and smoke were observed 
on the Albanian shore, Within sec¬ 
onds, artillery shells whined 
towards Kmahan's ships and pillars 
of wafer shot skywards astern. 

M ir it u Ii hisI v. t he cru isers we re 


not hit and continued south to 
Corfu. Although Kinahan did not 
retaliate, he ordered the plotting or 
the artillery positions, 

Th c hr it i xh Gove rn me n l 
protested to Albania, maintaining 
that as ihc Corfu Channel was an 
international waterway, her war¬ 
ships were entitled to right of 
peaceful passage. 

Insisting that any ship using Ihc 
waterway required their permis¬ 
sion, the Albanians pleaded igno¬ 
rance of the shelling Britain 
declared that the RN would retali¬ 
ate in the event of further provoca¬ 
teon. 

In September the 

Mediterranean Fleet under the 
command of Admiral So Algernon 
Willis assembled in the Bay or 
Nauplia, Greece at the start of □ 
goodwill cruise, 

FI ving his flag in the cruiser 
HMS Mauritius, Rear Admiral 
Kinahan was ordered to visit Corfu 
with his 1st Cruiser Squadron - the 


cruiser I IMS Leander together 
with the destroyers HMS 
Saumarcz, Volage and Venus - 
during October 

Venus developed engine prob¬ 
lems and was left behind. As I he 
four ships steamed out in line 
ahead, each captain had scaled 
orders about his ship’s deployment 
after [he Corfu visit 

With ti Force 4 wind blowing 
I mm the north east, the morning of 
22 October was overcast in Corfu 
harbour. Before the afternoon shill¬ 
ing: CTO Joe Brooks, in Leander. 
heard (apt RJ.O.Otway-Ruthven 
relate over the tannoy how Orion 
and Superb had been fired on ami 
that if the same happened io his 
ship he would “bloody well fire 
back”. 

Those in Saumarcz heard a sim¬ 
ilar speech from Capt Joe Selby,

shells waiting in the frays (nr ram¬ 
ming home, cordite charges to 
hand at the top of their hoist hut 
sealed off from flash '. 

Off llte islands Kara go I Point 
the four ships entered the narrow 
channel. In Saumarcz AH Dan 
Mulcahy heard the posted look- 
outs report ‘people moving in the 
mountains to what looked like 
shore ball cry positions.’ 

Seconds before 1453, at his 
action station in Ihc Asdic Office 
below the bridge. Mulcuhv lislened 
to Ihc Communications Officer in 
Mauritius announce aver the Kl 
that his ship was now clear of ihc 
channel and was altering course to 
the open sea. 

Al that moment Saumarez 
was steaming over an ex* 
German GY type contact 
mine. 

One of ils red-painted horns 
struck the sled plate beneath the 
bulkhead separating number five 
fuel tank and number one boiler 
room, 

Mulcahy: . an awesome 

explosion shook Ihc ship and sud¬ 
denly the whole area including ihe 
wheel house. conning bridge, navi¬ 
gating plot and Asdic office erupt¬ 
ed around us and became a mass of 
flame, smoke and twisted metal, 

"Those that were in Ihc Asdic 
office, including myself, were 
blown out onto the port signalling 
wing of Ihc bridge." 

Senior Yeoman of Signals PC) 
ESJoocs was on Ihe bridge. He 
remembered that "a tongue of 
flame leapt from the destroyer's 
hull - vertically on the pori side 
and horizontally through the star¬ 
board plating/' 

In the hell that was suddenly 
Saumarcz. da/cd and shoe keel 
minds begun to work. Through ihe 
inferno Inc men struggled to save 
their dying and wounded ship¬ 
mates. 

Unnerving 

Mulcahy remembered the action 
of Stoker Leslie Be van "a sub- 
leader of a damage control party 
who vainly uiiempted to break into 
the transmit ling si at ion where 
around 2d people were trapped A 
great explosion look place in Ihe 
Wl office, which wm on the same 
deck level, and demolished Ihe 
bulkhead/' 

The flat in which Bevan $ 
party was filled with blast, 
smoke and flame. Four of the 
parly were killed and Bevan 
was mortally wounded. 

As Mulcahy stumbled to the 
upper bridge Saumarcz ‘ was shak¬ 
en with a series of unnerving explo¬ 
sions and we could see trial ihe 
deck i if the forecastle was a mere 
six feel above sea level. 

With bis bridge surrounded by 
flame and smoke Cupi Se Un¬ 
real r sc d his ship had lost way, was 
setlUng by ihc how* and that below 
the waterline, from TT turret 
abreast lo the funnel, there was lit 
tie leB. Clambering over the 
debris, he evacuated his personnel 
to the emergency conning position. 

His ship had taken a vicious 
pounding. Fires were raging for¬ 
ward around the oil fuel tanks, 
Rofors magazine and shell roams. 
Oil, which had spewed into the sea. 
was blazing and billowing thick 
black smoke. Drifting helplessly. 


the hsrirtG Saumarcz streamed 
smoke and steam to starboard. 

The explosion had ripped into 
number five fuel lank and number 
one boiler room. The bodies of the 
personnel on duty in the boiler 
room were never recovered. Ii had 
blasted the area beneath ihe flat 
containing the transmitting station, 
wireless office, radar and other 
offices inio a muss of scorched, 
contorted steel. 

The Bat above became an infer¬ 
no. Trapped al their action stations 
in ihe transmit ling station and 
wireless office were lb ratings, Not 
one survived. 

At that moment, no-one knew 
what had hit them Mulcahy claims 
it was considered to 1m: 'a land- 
based turpedu, as ihe damage we 
had sustained was so extensive." 

Burning oil 

Bui on Mauritius' bridge 
Kinahan correctly assumed 
Saumarcz had hit a mine 

In the freshening wind 
Saumarcz slipped away from ihc 
spreading patch of burning oik 
Looking at the stricken destroyer, 
he realised the vessel was drifting 
unlo the hostile Albanian shore. 
Deeply conscious of the risk to his 
second destroyer, he nevertheless 
ordered Volage to close and take 
the crippled ship in tow. 

Mauritius would lie off Corfu’s 
non hern coast as a powerful deter¬ 
rent to possible Albanian interfer¬ 
ence. Leander would slearn around 
ihe island into Corfu Roads and 
assist Saumarcz as she was towed 
south. 

Al Ihe same lime. Kinahan 
arranged Tor leander to he joined 
by Ihe aircraft-carrier Ocean and 
ihe desiroyer Raider. 

Despite having to overcome sev¬ 
eral navigational hazards and 
receiving ,i rent in the bows. Cdr 
Reginald Rank Village's CO, man¬ 
aged lev pass a row io Selby aboui 
4U minutes after ihe explosion. 

Unable lo raise steam, the blaz¬ 
ing Saumarcz was dragged stem- 
first into the swept channel. While 
a damage control parly worked on 
Mil Hashed how plates. Yu I. mi 
si niggled pamfulh into the centre 
of Ihe Mcdri ionic, just I.IKIM yards 
from ihe Albanian const. 

In the murky water ahead of 
Volage a GY contuci mine lugged 
al itsmooring wire. Al JftWkusunc 
of the soft niet.il horns was bent or 
broken on impact, Ihe electric cir¬ 
cuit to the detonator was complet¬ 


ed. The 600 lb of high explosive 
packed into the mine's casing blew 
away Volage\ bow forward of A* 
turret, 

Down by ihe bows and listing to 
port, but with steam power, the 
vessel was unable to make head¬ 
way. Slipping the tow, Cdr Paul 
assessed the casualties and dam¬ 
age. It was apparent that Village 
had not suffered so grievously as 
Saumarcz - bui of (he damage con¬ 
trol party there was no sign. Two 
more of their shipmates had also 
died. 

The tow was reconnected just as 
Selby's destroyer was m imminent 
danger of grounding on Ihe 
Albanian shore. Agonizingly, ihe 
two battered destroyer* staggered 
south slcrns-firvl through a fresh¬ 
ening kb a I mi more than three 
knots. 

As the protective curtain of 
djirkness w as slowly l« *w ered on i he 
scene* Ihe Albanian threat dimin¬ 
ished. 

HMS Raider arrived out of ihc 
gloom and stayed off Saumarcz s 
starboard how for three hours, 
playing her hoses on her glowing 
plates. 

The casualties were laken off in 
Nulls from Ocean and Leander as 
Volage dragged Saumarcz south, 
finally arriving at Corfu harbour at 
3a. m, on the 23rd 

Compensation 

In alt, 44 tutors had died. I.atcr 
minesweepers recovered 22 mines 
from the Mcdri route off Saranda 
Hay, It was found they had noi 
been in ihc sea for more than eight 
weeks - there was no coating nl 
barnacles or murine growth, they 
were rust free and their cables 
were coated with grease. 

Three years later the 
Internationa/ Court of Justice 
ordered Albania to pay Ihe United 
Kingdom £843*947 compensation 
for loss ol life, injuries and dam¬ 
age. Diplomatic re la t ions were not 
restored unlit WL following the 
collapse of the country s commu¬ 
nis! regime The following year the 
country agreed to pay $2m dollars.

aggressive and hostile. He took 
British embassy advice not to (rav¬ 
el at ntghl. 

Then, when he reached the 
Turkey-Iran border, he found that 
the Iranians had refused him a visa. 
NlU U> be beaten, he decided uv fly 
to India and try for an Iranian visa 
(here - a process which touk a 
month, during which time Tony 
made an unscheduled trek in the 
Himalayas. 

Finally the intrepid cyclist 
obtained a transit visa - bui only 
for five days. Undaunted, he 
returned to 'Turkey' and once in 
Iran managed to get Im visa 
extended by friendly policemen. 

In fact,all the people he encoun¬ 
tered in Iran were overwhelmingly 
hospitable and friendly, 

“Tourists are u bit of a novelty in 
the Islamic Republic, cyclists even 
more so," he said. 

"My bike attracted much inter¬ 
est wherever I went. Some limes 
the crowds were so bits that the 


police had to dear them away." 

Because there is no tourist 
industry in Iran, finding food and 
accommodation was a problem. “1 
-slept in a variety of places including 
mosques, tea shops, an army bar¬ 
racks, a police cheek pi lint, homes, 
a Kurdish family lent and, of 
course* the odd hold," 

His greatest ordeal, however, 
was the 1541km cycle across the 
Great South Sand Ucscrl. nn 
empty place of gravel plains and 
dunes, where temperatures soar to 
70C(46C in the shade). 

Travel was impossible at the 
hones! time of the day between 12 
noon and 5pm. and t he distances 
between villages were huge. The 
quality for food and water was 
“awful" 

Stoned 

At last he reached Quetta in 
l J akislan, where he contracted 
dysentery, lie was laid up there for 
two weeks, but was soon back on 
his bike thanks to the care of Major 
David Warner, a I‘AKA officer at 
Quell a Army Staff College, and his 
wife. Vanessa 

His final i rials came as he 
crossed Baluchis I an. While Mime 
tribesmen were friendly, others 
were not - and pelted him with 
stones as he passed by. 

After taking a long break in 
Islamabad, Idny set off once more 
in late summer for the Karakoram 
Mountains of Pakistan, and ever 
eastwards.
